of Safety, and the Common Council, when the General provides for be Peace of the City; and the 
Mayor, tor the Safety of the Army , not to argue AGs of Oblivion ; and the violation of publique 
- Faith in the caſe : that they conditioned for their Lives and Liberties,and compounded for their For- 
tunes. This is not our concern, what they do fuffer ; but what we may, if we Iruft thoſe, that Keep 
no faith with them : And that we'll take a care of : When They are gone, Then we are the Common 
Enemy; So are the Laws of God, and of the Nation, and ſuch ir every Man that Loves them. What 
this Malzgnant party is, thele People talk of, we neither Know, nor Meddle ; the Gentry *tis we 
Live by, aud by the Laws of Gratitude, and Hoſpitality,we are Bound to Prote&# them, and as well 
reſolved to do it, within our Walls, againſt any other power, than that of the Known Law. The 
ſhort of the Defign is this, a Danger 1s pretended to the City,trom the /ate K ings party, and to pre=- 
vent the michiet, the KindCommittee Baniſbes the Gentlemen; with Order to the Mayor of Walling- 
ford, (latz of Londen) &c. --- to make firift ſearches for Delinquents. Now in purſuance of this pre- 
tous Order, cur Houſes mult be Forced, and we Diſarmed, and then, our Throats cut, to preſerve 
tle City. Ler thoſe that would be Chronicled tor Slaves, and Fools, ſubmit to ſuffer this ; and after 
that Ixfamous Hour, may a Tellow coat, and a Wooden Dagger be the Badge,and Diftinflion of a Citi- 
ze, To conclude, We our ſelves are that City, ſo much the cate and cry of the Proclamation; and 
This is our Vzanimous ſence, and Reſolve. The Army propoles to Pillage, and Murther us,the Mey- 
or, acd his worthy Adwiſers, Ireton, &c. --- are to hold our hands, whiles they give the Blow ; So, 
that we are now to provide againſt Force and Treaſon, having One enemy within our Walls, and ano- 
ther in our Councils, But withal, we have our Swords in our Hands , and our Brains in our Heads ; 
ſo that only to Strike the One, and to Diſ-beliewe the Other, is to Subduc and Diſappoint them Both. 
We do theretore declare to the World, that we will by Violence oppole all Violence whatſocver, 
which is not warranted by the letter of the Eſtabliſhed | Law:and that in purſuance of this duty,both 
roward the Nation, and City, an inſolent Soxldier, and an Apoſtatized Magiſtrate ſhall be to us as 
the ſame thing. — Not to word it much further, as we will not be Baffed, by Aferonts, (6 neither 
will we be Fooled by Flatteries, — Aﬀeer the loſs of Trade, and Liberty, a vaſt expence of Blood, 
and Treaſure, after many Injuries received, more Threatned, and none Returned ; we made a ſober, 
and regular Applicati,n, to the Authority of the Gity, for Redreſs. This they Promiſed,and we Ex> 
 peGied, rill atlaſt, inſtead of a Reparation for paſt Wrongs, or a Seeurity againſt worſe to come, we are 
paid withan ExpeGation of a Parliament in Fanuary, This is is a Logique we underſtand not. It is 
in Engliſh, Lye ftill, till you have your Threats cat, © It would be well totommicr the diſpofition 
of our Fortunes,to thole people, that are at this [aſtant defigning an execution upon our perſons 
and to requite thoſe Worthies, that have already Robb'd vs of all we have Loft, with the Offer © 
chat littlc Reſt they have Lef?, ' But this will nor'do our bufineſſe ; we will nor have our Murtbe- 
rers, for our Fndges : not will we wait. That Parliement they Babble of ſo much, will not ſoon Vote 
; up the Ci#y again out of Aſhes, nor all the Saints inthat holy Aſſembly, be able xo bring the poor 
Coblerinto the world again,that was Kill'd by order of his Brother Hewſon. No, the cheat is too 
ſtale, and we are determined to redeem our ſelves; but with this caution; we do ſolemuly profeſs, 
that we will exerciſe all the tendernefſe, which poflibly the caſe will bear. The Common Souldier is 
engaged rather out of a Heedleſſe, than Malitions Intereſt : We do therefore proteſt , that ſach of 
thole as ſhall nor evidence their Malice, by theirObftinacy, ſhall receive a fair conſideration ; But, 
for ſuch as Lead them, we do Reſolve, not to allow Quarter to any one of them, that draws his 
Sword in the Quarrel: and in order to the quicker, and Gentler Diſpatch of the buſineſſe:we con- 
clude with a Text: Fight neither with ſmall nor Great, but with the K ing of Iſrael.
